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SELECTMEN'S REPORT. 



To the Tax-Payers of the Town of Proctor : — 

The matters to which the Selectmen would call your 
special attention are the following : — 

Construction of new highways. 

Reduction of the highway debt. 

Increase in expense of poor. 

Removal of the Cutter family from town, 

Division of school money. 

Settlement with the town of Rutland. 

During the year three new pieces of road have been 
built One leading from Church St. to West St., near the 
long Emerson Block, for which the Clarendon & Pittsford rail- 
road pays the town of Proctor $58.09; one short length lead- 
ing from West St. to the Sheldon hill, and the other leading 
south from Church St., from a point nearly opposite the Town 
Hall. No charges were made in any case for land damages. 
The net cost to the town for these three roads was ;^ 12 8.91. 

The general condition of the highways throughout the 
town is good, although there are a few places that will need re- 
pairs this Spring. With the aid of the ^400.00 which the Village 
Trustees transferred to the town highway account we were 
able to pay all highway expenses for the year, and also order 
No. 19 for ^163.75, which has been outstanding since July 23, 
1890. This reduces the highway debt to about ;g 1890.00. 

The increase in the poor expense is due largely to the 
severe illness of Mrs. Holmquist and family, for whom it was 
necessary to provide a nurse and constant medical care, 
and also to the illness and death of George Battese. The 
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Cutter family has also been an expensive luxury to the town 
and we are glad to report that the whole family has been taken 
to Waterbury. For the particulars in this case we would refer 
you to the report of your town agent. 

In the division of the public school money it was found 
that only ^12.19 could be paid to District No. 10, according 
to Act No. 9, Sec. 237, Laws of Vermont, 1888. The balance 
that would otherwise have gone to District No. 10 was divided 
between the village of Proctor and District No. 6. 

The final settlement with Rutland on account of the town 
division was upon the following basis: — 

Net amount due Rutland from Proctor for bills 
contracted previous to March i, 1887, for which or- 
ders were not drawn until after that date, but for 

It was agreed to call the interest in full to time 

Whole amount due Rutland, $3,352 53 

The Selectmen of Rutland agreed to pay to the town of 
Proctor, to be applied to the school fund, 8.73 per cent of all 
money that they have received for the rent of school lands 
since March i, 1887, and also 8.73 per cent of what is now 
due and what shall become due from future rents of these lands. 
At present this amounts to S96 33, which, deducted from 
$3,352.53, the gross amount, leaves a net amount of $3,256.20. 
This sum has been hired from the Proctor Trust Co. and 
paid to Rutland, making a complete settlement. 

The order for $10.44, payable to J. H. Goulding, was for 
the extra expense in binding the book of Military Records in 
cloth. These books are now in the hands of the Town Clerk 
and will be sold at cost to those wishing copies.

Report of Town Superintendent of Schools. 



To the Selectmen of the Town of Proctor : — 

Owing to the regular High School duties of your Super- 
intendent, his visits to the schools of the town have necessarily 
been somewhat brief ; the whole number of visits made being 
forty-seven and the number of days spent thirteen. 

In all the schools of the town there has been steady, and 
in some, very marked progress. The work done by the teach- 
ers as a body has been highly commendable. 

In the schools of the Graded District many improvements 
and additions in the way of apparatus and supplies have been 
made. 

In the Spring Term, through the generosity of Senator 
Proctor, national flags were presented to the schools and can 
now be seen floating from each of the school buildings. The 
first Manual of the Schools, containing Courses of Study, 
Rules and Regulations, names of Committee and Teachers, 
etc., was issued during the Spring Term and has proved of 
great assistance to the teachers, and of interest to parents. 
Both Reading and Music Charts have been added to the Pri- 
mary Schools. Supplementary Reading Books were furnished 
at the beginning of the year, to all schools except the Grammar 
Grade, and have met with hearty commendation from all the 
teachers, and cannot but be productive of much good. Draw- 
ing materials, including models, books, pencils, erasers, etc., 
have been freely furnished by the committee, and the work 
in drawing, under the direction of the special instructor, has 
steadily progressed. The study of chemistry in the High 
School has been made possible by the addition of a set of 
chemical apparatus. 
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In the Spring Term, through the efforts of Mr. W. F. 
Walker, then treasurer of the Proctor Trust Co., heartily 
seconded by the teachers, the pupils were encouraged to save 
and deposit their savings in the bank, and the result was one 
of surprise to all interested, over $200 being so deposited by 
the end of the term. Additions have from time to time been 
made to these deposits and I would urge upon parents and 
teachers the importance of inculcating in children and pupils 
the habit of saving. 

Arbor Day was observed in an appropriate manner, to the 
exercises of which all parents were cordially invited and many 
responded. Closing exercises at the end of the Spring and 
Fall Terms were well attended by parents and friends. Be- 
sides the presence of parents on such occasions as the pre- 
ceding, I have been pleased to notice their visits to individual 
1 schools, and trust that in the future they will be more frequent. 
The earnest co-operation and hearty sympathy of parents and 
friends with the teachers is much to be desired. 

The school in District No. 10, the only district outside ^of 
the Graded District which comes under the supervision of your 
Superintendent, has been taught by one teacher throughout 
, the year, which is a commendable feature. Although progress 
, has been made, and the teacher has, I have no doubt, faith- 
fully endeavored to put into use all suggestions made by the 
Superintendent, yet I regret to say that there has not been the 
improvement which the needs and outlay of the District de- 
mands. I would urge upon the citizens of that District the 
need of unison in feeling and sentiment, and that there be a 
united effort during the coming year to maintain one of the 
best of schools.
